E>i_E TO LIvE STOCK GROWER.

The use of alfnlfa cannot be too 
ptrmgly urged with sheep, either the 
lire. ding or fattening stock As the 
method of farming has beceme mor.' 
Inti nsifli'd and the open range grows 
1. >s each year, an acre of alfalta must 
be made to Like the place of many 
acrcB of range pasture. 

Sheep, being ruminants, are able to 
handle a much more bulky feed than 
horses. A breeding (lock of shee;> can 
be carri.d through the winter season 
very successfully with but little grain 
In addition to alfalfa hay Ordina- 
rily the first cutting of alfalfa Is not 
as good for sheep as the second and 
third cuttings, as It is 
and stenimy. and 
these stems readily 

It la about as safe to 
sheep on alfalfa as it is cattle. They 
thrive on it. and make excellent gains; 
but sheep bloat . asily and there Is 
likely to bo a little loss from this 
source. Lambs can be pastured on 
alfalfa with but little danger of bloat, 
r.nd the way they grow on alfalfa Is 
a delight to the shepherd. They should 
never be put on the pasture, when 
they are empty and hungry, and it la 
always well to allow them access to 
some dry feed and keep them off 
the alfalfa until the dew is off; also 
on damp days A mixture of alfalfa

do far better on it than if contlned to 
a dry yard. Newly seeded alfalfa can 
be pastured with less danger of bloat 
than an old field, and the packing of 
the ground by the sheep passing owr 
it Is frequently a great benctit to tho 
alfalfa. 

As a roughage for fattening sheep 
alfalfa hay has no equal, and cases of 
bloat from the hay are exceedingly 
rare. It can bo fed cither whole or 
cut, and fed with grain. Many prefer 
this method of feeding, claiming that 
there is less waste by it. In feeding 
experiments nothing has been found 
for roughage that equals allaUa for 
fattening sheep. In an experiment 
at the Kansas titation, alfalfa and 
prairie hay were compared as reugh- 
ages. In the test the grain ratiou wat 
corn and cottonseed meal for both 
lots. Those receiving alfalfa hay math; 
an average daily gain of .336 pounds 
per bead, whllo the lot on prairie hay 
made only .LS8 rounds per head dally, 
the alfalfa let making almost tw ice as 
great gains. Tl.o alfalfa seemed to 
give tho lambs a b -tier appetite and 
they were always ready for their grain, 
end as coon as their grain was cleaned 
up they were ready for the alfalfa.

T'n..' material for these 
traps cost from 10 to 2(1 cents, 
and cm he pat toget h er by any- 
one handy with tools in a short 
while." The trap may he baited 
with sour milk, a piece of ba- 
nana, a fruit skin, or similar 
substance. This should be re* 
BBoeed at eight or it will attract 
tints. At the same time, the 
dies which have been caught 
should be killed by pouting hot 
Wat** over the trap or leaving 
it immersed in water until the 
Hies are dead. 

The flytrap is made in three 
distinct parts (A. B, and C) 
that may be detached from one 
another by unfastening the 
hooks id) that held them to- 
other at each end. The trap 
is unhooked in order to place 
the bait on the bottom section 
(e). 1 he bait is placed on two 
peaces of tin (e) tacked to this 
bottom section. In the sample 
trap that was forwarded the 
department these pieces of tin 
were circular tops of paint or 
milk cans, which can be removed 
by prying up with a knife. 

The middle section ( B) of the 
trap consists of a screen 
covered frame that resembles a 
small i;al>le rouf through 
which there are six holes (f) to 
let the Mies into the uppermost 
section (A) which is merely the 
screened-in cage that is set 
down ov.-r the other two parts 
(Band C.) 

The handle (h.) of course is 
unnecessarv. but will be found 
convenient when the trap is 
immersed in water to kill the 
Hies. 

The department's agents in 
their demonstration visits to the 
different farms take the llytraps 
with them.
